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3 school vandalism 
suspects in custody

Three juveniles have been taken into 
custody on suspicion of committing the 
massive acts of school vandalism that 
rocked this community yesterday. 
The suspects are Timothy 
Eugene, 
16, and Scott A., 
13, sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Lewis, 
701 W. Ocean 
Ave.; and Michael Louis Murren, 13, 
son 
of Mr. and Mrs. James Murren, 
904 W. Loquat Ave. 
A fourth suspect was still being sought 
today. 
Timothy is a student at Lompoc High 
School; 
Scott a student at La Purisima 
Catholic School; and Michael, a student 
at Lompoc Junior High School. 
Police say two of the three have ad­ 
mitted vandalizing Lompoc High School, 
La Canada School, and Lompoc Junior 
High School, but the third has reported­ 
ly decided to remain silent until he can 
consult with an attorney. The two ap­ 


parently gave no reason for their acts. 
The three students were permitted to 
attend classes today pending further in­ 
vestigation, according to school offi­ 
cials. 
Police 
plan to question “three or 
four more students” including a girl. 
Estimates of the damage to the three 
schools vary pending a complete analy­ 
sis of the losses, 
according to Arthur 
Timmer, 
assistant 
school 
superin­ 
tendent. 
Early reports 
yesterday set 
the loss near $10,000. Timmer said to­ 
day that revised estimates now placed 
the losses at about $4,000, 
but that 
they could prove to be higher. 


Timmer said the school district would 
prosecute to the full extent of the law 
for restitution by the parents of those 
who are finally determined to be respon­ 
sible for the acts of vandalism. 
Robert Curiel, assistant county coun­ 
sel, told the Record today that there are 
several sections of the state law, one

Cubans pick up MIG jet 


HOMESTEAD AFB, Fla. (UPI) -A C u- 
ban pilot and five ground crewmen ar­ 
rived here today to pick up a MIG 17 
jet fighter that was flown to this coun­ 
try Sunday by a defecting Cuban air 
force pilot. 
The six Cubans, dressed in fatigue uni­ 
forms, arrived at 10:45a.m. EDT aboard 
a twin-engine turboprop plane piloted by 
a three-man civilian crew. The plane 
landed at the strip President Nixon’s Air 
Force One-normally uses when the Pres­ 
ident is vacationing at Key Biscayne. 
The MIG 17, stolen by Lt. Eduardo 
Guerra Jimenez, was immediately in­ 
spected by the Cuban ground crew. 
The white fuselage turboprop plane in 
which the crew 
arrived was escorted 


into Homestead AFB by two F 104 fighter 
interceptor jets. 


The senior officer of the Cuban crew 
stepped off the Soviet-built transport 
plane first and saluted about a dozen 
U.S. military officials who were on hand 
for the arrival. 


The area was tightly guarded by mili­ 
tary guards with sidearms. 


Lt. Jamenez flew into U.S. territorial 
waters unmolested. Defense Department 
officials in Washington said no U.S. 
planes were scrambled from Homestead 
AFB or Boca Chica Naval Air Station 
near Key West “because there was not 
enough tim e.”

Police tied these details with the re­ 
port that a student 
was seen leaving 
La Canada 
School sometime between 4 
and 5 p.m. Sunday, the time that authori­ 
ties had determined the school was van­ 
dalized. 
The apprehension of one of the stu­ 
dents led to the other two, police said. 
Vandals 
broke into the snack shop at 
Lompoc High School Saturday night and 
dumped 10 gallons of chocolate on the 
floor. 
The language lab and five other 
classrooms were also hit. Later, van­ 
dals broke into La Canada School where 
they ran roughshod 
through all rooms 
except one, the report indicates. Type­ 
writers, type recorders and expensive 
audio 
equipment 
was 
thrown on the 
floors, several American flags were de­ 
secrated, and desks 
were ransacked 
and tipped over. 
Vandals also hit 18 rooms at the jun­ 
ior high school. 
Police speculate that all the acts were 
committed by the same group of stu­ 
dents, but they are continuing the in ves­ 
tigation. 
Archie Nogle, school board president 
made this statement public: “ It’salways 
been the policy of the school board to 
provide excellent equipment and facili­ 
ties for the education of children in the 
district. 
We feel very badly that some 
children do not appreciate the equipment 
and the facilities that have been provided 
by their parents’ tax dollars. The local 
police will endeavor to apprehend and 
prosecute the guilty parties in the van­ 
dalism of the five schools. We solicit 
the cooperation and the indulgence of the 
parents and the other students until we 
can replace and repair the damages.” 
Nogle was including the damage to the 
fire alarm system at Fillmore School 
and the $22 burglary of Los Berros 
School in Mission Hills, both of which 
occurred at about the same time as the 
incidents at the three schools in Lom­ 
poc.

Turner admits selling guns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Retired Maj. 
Gen. Carl C. Turner, 
formerly the 
Army’s top 
police official, admitted 
today he sold at least $2,000 worth of 
confiscated guns he got from civilian 
police departments and pocketed the pro­ 
ceeds. 
But Turner, a balding little man with 
a tiny mustache and strong voice, insist­ 
ed he did nothing wrong. 
“Those weie my guns!” he told mem­ 
bers of a Senate Investigations subcom­ 
mittee. 
The 56-year-old witness also conceded 
he failed to pay income tax on the gun 
transactions and acknowledged $6,800 in 
gun sale income during the past five 
years. But he said he never considered 
it a real business — iust a hobby — 
and still was doubtful it was fair to tax 
him on the income. 
“You buy some, 
you sell som e,” 
Turner said of his gun trading. 
Subcommittee chairman Abraham A. 
Ribicoff announced that the police chiefs 
of Chicago and KansasCity, Mo., would 
testify Wednesday. Turner insisted both 
chiefs gave him the guns for his per­ 
sonal use and said he never pretended 
they were for Army purposes. 
He also claimed that a ledger book 
in which he kept track of his gun deal­ 
ings had been stolen. 
The former Army provost marshal 
acknowledged that he failed to mention 
the theft to the subcommittee when it 
subpoenaed his gun records last month. 
Instead, he said, he drew up a new led­ 
ger and turned it over to investigators. 
He was not asked immediately what he 
did with the proceeds of the gun sales. 
Subcommittee counsel Jerome Adler- 
man noted that the new ledger listed 
only 100 guns and made no accounting 
of at least 600 which he admitted un­ 
der questioning were given to him by po­ 


lice departments of Chicago and Kansas 
City and by a provost marshal at Fort 
Bliss, Tex. 
Turner, a bald little man, stood ram­ 
rod stiff at attention to be sworn in. 
He stuck firmly to his contention that 
there was no subterfuge in his accep­ 
tance of the guns for personal use, 
and no harm in his derision to sell 
some of them. 


He acknowledge receiving more than 
$2,000 from a Fayetteville, N.C\, gun 
shop, 
mostly for guns he got from 
Chicago and Kansas City police. 


“I study guns, »* Turner testified. “It’s 
a hobby with m e.” 
He said he used many of the guns in 
lectures to Boy Scout troops, turned 
others over to a Military Police gun 
museum at Fort Gordon, Ga., and broke 
many others into parts to repair guns 
for his friends.

military backed 
government may call 
Congress, closed 
II months, back into 
session to ratify the selection of Gen. 
Emilio Garrastazu Medici as the nation’s 
new president, political observers said 
today. 
A group of seven military leaders 
chose Medici Monday night to succeed 
President Arthur Da Costa E. Silva, 
who suffered a cerebral hemorrhage 
Aug. 29. 
Air Force Minister Marcio de Mello 
E. Sousa said it had not been decided 
when Medici would take office but it 
could not be before Nov. 15, Brazilian 
national day. 
Medici, 63, commands 46,OCX) men of 
Brazil’s 
3rd 
Army 
in the southern 
states of Parana, Santa Caterina and Rio 
Grande do Sul. The military chiefs 
called Medici to Rio de Janeiro from 
his headquarters in Porto Alegre and he 
flew to the meeting in the Naval Min- 


istry in Rio. 
Costa E. Silva approved the military's 
choice of Medici as his successor, 
member* of the incumbent president’s 
family said. They are friends and pol­ 
itical observers said Medici was likely 
to carry on Costa E. Silva's politices. 
Medici will be the third military 
president of Brazil, Latin America’s 
largest and most populous nation, since 
the revolution of April 1964 that over­ 
threw the last civilian president, Joao 
Jango Goulart. 
A three-member military junta has 
governed Brazil since Costa E. Silva 
was stricken. It dismissed the consti­ 
tutional successor, civilian Vice Presi­ 
dent Predro Aleixo on the ground that 
a state of seige imposed in December 
required the maintenance of military 
control. 
Costa E. Silva closed Congress Dec. 
13, 1968, imposed censorship on news­ 
papers and radio and televisión.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) —Four state nar­ 
cotics agents involved in a raid last Fri­ 
day on a Whittier apartment in which a 
22-year-old man was accidently shot and 
killed have been suspended by the State 
Attorney General's office. 
A spokesman said two of the four took 
part in the raid, which resulted in the 
death of Haywood Henry Dyer of Whit­ 
tier. They were identifed as senior agent 
W G. Miller and agent Alan Marshall. 
The other two were J. W, Leavv. an act­ 
ing field supervisor, and agent Michael 
Kelley. 
According to the spokesman, a com­ 
plete report “on the suspensions and 
the entire incident will be made when 
formal charges are filed with the state 


personnel board.” However, he declined 
to say what the charges would 
entail. 
Dyer was killed by a shot from a rifle 
being held by Frank Sweeney, a Vernon 
Police sergeant who was participating 
in the raid. The bullet slammed through 
the floor of the upstairs apartment 
and struck Dyer in the head. Dyer was 
standing in the lower apartment. 
Sweeney, who had accompanied the ag­ 
ents and county sheriff's deputies on the 
raid, has maintained that the rifle dis­ 
charged accidentally. 
An inquest into the death has been 
scheduled for Friday. Funeral services 
for Dyer were conducted Monday. He is 
survived by an infant son and his widow, 
Linda.

FRESH WATER FISHING 
With not too many anglers 
out the last planting of the sea­ 
son at 
Lopez 
Lake 
is still 
showing some very good fish­ 
ing. 
Lim its are still being 
caught with a little trout “ know 
how’ . Weather has been per­ 
fect for fishing although a lit­ 
tle too cold in the early morn­ 
ing to enjoy camping. 
There may be 
a change in 
angling 
regulations 
for next 
year, if the recommendations of 
the DFG are accepted by a state 
fish and game commission at 
its next meeting. The main 
change is a recommendation for 
an all-year trout season on all 
lakes and reservoirs in most 
of northern and central Calif­ 
ornia except those in the high 
mountains. It would provide for 
a five fish limit on many popu­ 
lar reservoirs near urban cen­ 
ters but 
varying summer and 
winter limits for most of the lar­ 
ger reservoirs. 
While San Luis Obispo County 
is not one of those specifically 
mentioned, it is presumed that 
an all-year trout season would 
include Lopez Dam in south­ 
ern San Luis Obispo County, 
which would probably get a five 
trout winter limit and a 10- 
trout summer limit. 
The general trout season, for 
stream s and rivers, would re­ 
main the sam e as last year, 
opening on May 30 and running 
through Nov. 15. 
Southern California, which in 
eludes Santa Barbara County, 
would remain with the all-year 
trout season with the reduced 
winter limit. Cachuma has an 
all-year five trout limit. 
Other proposals by the DFG 
call for the trout limit atShasta 
Lake being reduced to five fish 
year round with night fishing 
for all species being eliminated 
in the winter to increase the 
lake’s potential as a trophy 
trout fishery. Also, the winter 
salmon-stealhead fishery south 
of San Francisco Bay will still

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The greatest damage 


It is difficult, almost impossible, to believe that this com­ 
munity has persons within its limits who willfully would van­ 
dalize and desecrate local schools. 
CertaiRly the objectives of such hoodlums was not personal 
gain but p e r s o n a l satisfaction for objectives they hope to achieve 
by being outward cowards. 
Speculation will certainly center on the fact that the acts 
could only be done by “ a gang of kids” . This speculation is 
usually followed by “ kids don’t know any better.” 
Our opinion is that if such devastating acts are done by 
kids, they do know better and when and if apprehended, should 


be dealt with accordingly. 
The damage done over the weekend cannot be measured 
only in dollars and cents. The learning loss of our children 
by the destroyed special 
materials and equipment is im­ 
measurable. For example, one special desk equipped with 
a magnifying top for a visually handicapped student was 
totally destroyed. Valuable film and film strips are lost, 
along with projectors. 
However, the greatest damage, we feel, is the knowledge 
that we have such deranged persons in our midst. 
We hope for their early apprehension.

Old soft spot 


The most sensitive part of the American is still his pocket- 
book. So reports the Congressional Quarterly which questioned 
senators and representatives about the issues most bothering 
their constituents. 
What’s happening to the dollar through infilation, military 
spending, tax reform and interest rates is the runaway No. 1 
concern. It far outstrips Vietnam, the No. 2 worry. 
Legislators reported that almost every subject mentioned 
by the voters had its base in the pocketbooks. One senator 
called it “ interrelationships between inflation, hightaxes, riots

and disturbance^, military spending and Vietnam.” 
And another said he had never seen greater concern over 
any subject in his public life than he found in the cost of living 
and related dollar issues. As Sen. George D. Aiken of Ver­ 
mont put it: “The cost of everything. . .” 
Some Congressmen reported the attitudes in their districts 
toward Vietnam had undergone change from strong “ hawk” to 
mild “ hawk” because of the war’s cost. 
Money has always talked. But the dollar’s voice these days 
seems louder than ever. 


Vandalism revisited

Some months ago the parents of a 
student were told that they must pay for 
the wanton vandalism 
that had caused 
a couple of hundred dollars damage to 
school property. 
They were shocked 
first of all to learn 
that their child had 
^ ----- 
been guilty of the act 
and shocked 
even 
more 
when they 
learned 
that they 
must pay 
for 
the 
damage. The parents 
could ill afford the 
expenditure and as 
a result are paying it 
off in monthly install­ 
ments. There 
are 
others in the same situation. 
Hut more often than not the parents 
refuse to believe their child can do 
any wrong, or if they accept the fact 
of their child’s transgression, they are 
incensed that the public should learn 
at>out the vandalism. 
There is a lot of vandalism stretch­ 
ing back through the years and it has 
cost the district and directly the tax­ 
payers a hunk of money. Lompoc Uni­ 
fied School District has had less than 
other districts, but the loss of a pen­ 
cil is not to be condoned. 
All of this was inspired by a wave of 
vandalism in three schools over last 
weekend. Monday authorities estimated 
the loss at more than $10,000 but they 
concected that it could be much more 
when a complete inventory is taken. 
The sad thing about this latest and 
most serious vandalism is that some 
parents, somewhere in this flower dott­ 
ed Valley there are parents who either 
know little of the comings and goings of 
their children, or who would trv to hide 


the fact that their children committed 
the wanton acts if they did. 
If parents of those who committed the 
acts are really concerned about the 
welfare and the future of their child­ 
ren they will know almost certainly 
whether they are guilty. Now the pur­ 
pose for all this isn’t merely to punish 
the culprits or even mainly to make good 
for the damages, but rather to help save 
a young person from a ruined life. I 
assume from the character of the acts 
that young people were the guilty per­ 
sons. If I’m wrong I apologize. 
Since the vandalism was discovered 
and a full extent of the damage assess­ 
ed, 
there 
have been 
numerous ex­ 
pressions by an enraged public. 


Ken Boyd minister of the First Pres* 
byterian Church had this to say: 
“ There is a need for strengthening 
the school program. The thing 1 fear 
is that the vandalism may cause a 
reaction in the community against young 
people. But it is a challenge to the com­ 
munity. . . the community must work 
harder to provide the programs and fac­ 
ilities for developing communications 
and also for giving young people more 
opportunity to use their energy in crea­ 
tive ways. . .the fact remains there is 
very little offered to young people in 
the community. . . we need a broadly 
based community program. . . we must 
dedicate ourselves to youth . . 
this 
is a tragedy, but it doesn't mean that 
we're giving up on youth. . .adults must 
be found who are willing to spend time 
to build community organizations. . . 
the acts were acts of frustration and 
rebellion. . .it destroys the very tools 
of education which we need so badly.” 
Archie Nogle, president of the school 
board and a father himself, was crush-

ed Monday after the facts began to 
come in on the extent of the vandalism. 
Archie is the type who would feel badly 
even if he were not a school board 
trustee, lie’s that kind of guy. 
Some months ago youthful vandals 
damaged a large area he had covered 
with fresh concrete. The loss was great. 
Archie offered a reward for informa­ 
tion on the culprits but nothing came of it. 
The Record printed a story telling of 
how the youthful offenders had tramped 
back and forth over the fresh concrete. 
Archie was amazed that no parent had 
apparently noticed that his kid had gobs 
of concrete on his shoes and pants, or 
if he did notice, didn’t have the courage 
and the wisdom to come forW|ird. 
Archie is right. Every time a parent 
covers up for his kid, he’s making it 
easier for the kid to make a mistake 
again. There are parents who really 
believe that their children can do no 
wrong. I’d tell a few stories to docum­ 
ent this but I know just as certain as 
I’m sitting at this typewriter now that 
I’d be blasted out into the street by the 
criticism . 
A couple of parents actually tried to 
get me fired for revealing some of the 
facts surrounding a juvenile crime. 
It’s too bad that newsmen are subject­ 
ed to this kind of coercion, because the 
facts are compelling and disturbing.

Backlash problem 


October 7, 1959 
Major intersections and top locations 
in Lompoc will be staffed tomorrow and 
Saturday 
by white-capped members of 
the Lompoc Lions Club as they get under 
way with the first “ White Cane Days” 
project for sight conservation. 


President Nixon has a home-front 
backlash problem as fully packed with 
political dynamite as the public’s im­ 
patience about Vietnam. 
It is, of course, the 
high cost of living. But 
the new presidential 
alarm 
is 
the White 
House discovery that 
the backlash against 
the high cost of living 
is growing rapidly. 
The White House fel­ 
lows with all the fig­ 
ures know more peo­ 
ple are working than 
ever — about 78 mil­ 
lion. Unemployment is at a level of only 
2.8 million. The income of the typical 
family is still rising. It has been ad­ 
vancing from $8,600 last year to about 
$9,250 this year. 
Many workers are keeping even with or 
ahead of, the rise in prices. Millions of 
others, however, find themselves like the 
boy on the burning deck whence all had 
fled but he. About 42 million workers got 
wage increases last year. These averag­ 
ed $5.86 per week. But, higher Federal 
taxes reduced the take-home pay of the 
average worker by $4.26, And this plus 
the increased cost of living now leaves 
him worse off than before. 
Moreover, there is an enormous un- 
eveness in the cost-of-living impact, 
and the White House finds that regard­ 
less of the better income statistics the 
cost resentments are sweeping the coun­ 
try. 
President Nixon himself has noted a 
recent Harris poll which reveals that 
60 per cent of the total public feels that 
income has lagged behind the cost of liv­ 
ing. Only 29 per cent believe their 
income has kept pace. 
And among those who make up the 
resentful 60 per cent the greater num­ 
ber is in the older age group. The least 
inflamed are those under 30. But this is 
not the voting population. 
Our impressions of youth’s voting- 
impact notwithstanding, the White House 
knows that a fundamental phenomenon 
of American politics is at work. Only 
about 50 per cent of the eligible voters 
in the 21-29 bracket have even taken the 
trouble to register. They constitute by 
far the largest element in the immense 
body of eligible voters who simply do not 
vote. 
In contrast, the number of men and 
women over 65 is increasing at a rate 
that is making the White House insiders 
dizzy. And, among those above the age 
of 30, the cost-of-living resentments — 
the backlash that President Nixon is feel­ 
ing — go straight up like the Eiffel 
Tower. 
When I was in Paris recently the po­ 
lice reported that the Eiffel Tower had 
been sold to suckers at least twice — 
and by the same crook, who was duly 
sentenced the second time. Clearly, all 
but our younger population now feel 
that way about the inflation. In fact, 
the Harris poll shows this backlash 
at 68 per cent among those who are 50 
and over. 
When the government began deduct­ 
ing Social Security taxes, for example, 
such citizens thought they would make 
out all right. Well, in the initial 1937- 
49 period the Social Security tax, shar­ 
ed equally by employers and employ­ 
ees, was a combined $60. In this year 
1969 that bill will be $748. The bene­ 
fits have not been greatly increased 
but the tax to pay the cost has increas­ 
ed 1,140 per cent! 
When Washington whooped it up for 
Medicare this, too, sounded good. But, 
piled on top of Medicare exclusions, 
loopholes, bureaucratic delays and all, 
Medicare now costs about double the 
estimated cost originally stated by Wash­ 
ington. 
On the day President Nixon took over, 
the 1960 dollar, which the previous New 
Frontier - Great Society had inherited, 
was melting like butter in the sun. It 
had dropped to 81 cents. The average 
1960 pay check of $109 was worth 
$78.06 after taxes in terms of pur­ 
chasing power. And even now the La­ 
bor Department’s Consumer Index shows 
that it costs nearly $13 for every $10 
worth of typical family expenses in the 
index’s 1957-60 base period. And a per­ 
son on a pension, annuity, life insur­ 
ance income or any fixed income will 
find his income, his savings bank nest 


egg, etc., reduced by one-third in eight 
years at this rate. 
Certainly, Mr. Nixon is under the 
gun regarding Vietnam but it is clear to 
him and to White House insiders that he 


is even more under the gun in the snow­ 
balling backlash against the cost of liv­ 
ing.

Pay hikes 


County employees now numbering 2,015 
are looking forward to another round of 
wage increases effective Jan. 1, 1970. 
County Employes Assn. has set up a 
salary committee headed by Cliff Paul­ 
ey, of the Planning Department, for neg­ 
otiation purposes with Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson. 
Talks are expected to begin late in 
October or early November, with a new 
boost—the second since July 1 — to be 
agreed on presumably prior to a month 
in advance of the Jan. 1 date. Any salary 
ordinance takes 30 days before it is 
effective. 
The Board of Supervisors and John­ 
son are agreed that an additional pay 
increase effective Jan 
1 is in order. 
What has to be worked out in the next 
month or so is how much of an increase 
can be given— within the realm of making 
county positions competitive with com­ 
parable counties elsewhere in the state— 
and within the limits of budget salary 
reserves. 
The 1969-70 county budget contains 
a total figure of $912,000 for pay rais­ 
es as of last July 1 with $413,000 bud­ 
geted for anticipated further raises next 
Jan. 1. 
The Employes Assn. which noted that 
pay raises as of last July 1 averaged 
4.58 per cent is hoping to gain a fur­ 
ther 
average boost of 
if per cent or 
more in January. 
By moving salary periods from July 
to January this coming year, it is hop­ 


ed that more current comparable pay 
standards can be set up matching Santa 
Barbara County pay structures with not 
only those in eight comparable counties 
but 
also 
with 
local 
employment 
conditions. 
Pauley said the association’s salary 
committee has the task of getting up 
salary figures from other counties and 
locally in private industry and other non­ 
county government areas which are as 
“ current as possible.” 
A schedule for salary talks is expect­ 
ed to be set up soon by Johnson. 
Other counties are having a sec­ 
ond salary go-around this January, as in 
Santa Barbara County. It seems to have 
worked out well as a compromise move 
between county government and employ­ 
ees, by avoiding a large salary boost 
that would have been effective last July 
1 if it had been obtainable, and spacing 
out the total boost over a longer period. 
Johnson earlier had estimated that of 
the total of $1,325,000, the sum of $475, 
000 would be refundable to the county 
through State and Federal reimburse­ 
ment programs and other sources. 
County officials point out that a good 
spirit of cooperation between the admin­ 
istrative officer and county employees 
has thus played a part in enabling the 
county supervisors to maintain its $2.32 
per $100 assessed valuation county tax 
rate at a time when it was felt the 
rate would inevitably rise to a record 
high.

Political dominance 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
With the dawning of the “ politics of the 
’70s” just a few short months away, the 
prospect today is that President Nixon, 
old-style politician, will dominate the 
scene for at least two-thirds of the dec­ 
ade ahead. 
Even though he has not yet ended the 
Vietnam war, licked inflation or bit deep 
into urban problems, the President is 
riding high. He could falter if he does not 
make 
substantial 
progress on 
these 
issues. But it might

in 1972. 
Of 
those presi­ 
dents who tried, only 
William Howard Taft 
and Herbert Hoover 
A ' 
failed in this century 
W 
to win a second term 
— and Taft was beat­ 
en by the rare combination of two power­ 
ful opponents, Woodrow Wilson and Theo- 
uuie 
Roosevelt. 
Depression 
leveled 
Hoover. 
Besides the natural advantage of in­ 
cumbency, Nixon may not have to face 
an overpowering opponent. The removal 
from the 1972 lists of Sen. Edward Ken­ 
nedy of Massachusetts after the Chap- 
paquiddick incident brought a great sense 
of relief to the White House. 
Moreover, the President’s solid posi­ 
tion may be substantially underscored if, 
as some political analysts contend, a 
large and enduring shift away from the 
Democratic party and toward the Republi­ 
cans is under way. 
Proof of such a turnabout can hardly 
be had from one election. Indeed, the Un­ 
iversity of Michigan’s Survey Research 
Center, in its book, “ Elections and the 
Political Order,” says that it is wiser 
to speak of a “ realigning electoral era 
rather than a realigning election.” 
There are those who argue that Nix­ 
on, having won in 1968 with just 43 per 
cent of the nation’s vote, is simply not 
popular enough to lead a move toward 
major party realignment and the ascen­ 
dancy of the GOP into the majority sta- 


tus it lost in the 1930s. The Michigan 
experts assault that argument: 
“ Realigning elections have not been 
dominated by presidential candidates who 
came into office on a wave of great 
personal popularity.” 
It is usually forgotten that neither Ab­ 
raham Lincoln nor Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, now widely seen as heroic figures, 
enjoyed high appeal when they were first 
elected. 
The real matter on which realign­ 
ment turns, says the Survey Center, is 
whether the national circumstances are 
“so drastic as to force a new orienta­ 
tion of party positions.” If they are, 
then the scholars conclude that new par­ 
tisan attachments “ may be inchiced.” 
What about 1968 and the following 
’70s? 
A persuasive case can be presented, 
though not proved until further confirm­ 
ing elections occur, that a long-run 
shift is happening. 
There is reasonably general agree­ 
ment among political specialists that 
the broad emergence of the racial issue 
and black voting power is a political 
force comparable in magnitude to the war 
and depression which have caused major 
shifts before. 
This development is driving southern 
whites from the Democratic party and 
has nearly destroyed it in the South as 
a presidential vehicle. 
Heavy political impact also seems cer­ 
tain to result from the migraiional 
streams that have brought blacks in 
huge numbers to the older cities and 
lower-to-middle-class whites to the mod­ 
est suburbs and the sun states of Flori­ 
da, Texas, Arizona, California. 


The Democratic cities where blacks 
have 
come 
are 
shrinking in voting 
strength. Growth is fastest in suburbs 
and the sun Belt, where Republicans are 
recording big gains. Union men and the 
national minorities (often an overlap) 
are loosening old Democratic ties. 
Are these strong shifts just brief 
gusts which will die down, or the build­ 
ing of a steady GOP wind? The year 
1972 may tell.

Report to charge judge 
with violating federal law 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-The leading Sen­ 
ate opponent of Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr. as a Supreme Court jud^e prepared 
a report today charging the Smith Caro­ 
lina judge with violating federal judge 
with violating federal law and judicial 
ethics. 
A preliminary draft of aSenate Judici­ 
ary Committee minority report by Sen. 
Birch Bayh, 
D-Ind., contended Hayns­ 
worth ‘‘failed to comply with federal law 
in administering a profit - sharing trust 
and he displayed a lack of candor in 
testimony before this committee.” 
The draft also said of President Nix­ 
on’s nominee; 
“ He sat on cases involving litigates in 
which he had a financial interest; he pur­ 
chased stock in cor[X)rations apt to ap­ 
pear before his court; he sat on cas­ 
es involving customers of a corpora­ 
tion in which he was a major stockhold­ 


er and for which he served as a direc­ 
tor and vice president; he sat on cases 
involving former clients.” 
A majority report by Judiciary com­ 
mittee members favoring Haynsworth 
also was being prepared, challenging the 
charges made by critics of the federal 
appeals court judge. The committee ap­ 
proved Haynsworth 10 to 7. Senate de­ 
bate on the nomination is expected to be­ 
gin Wednesday or Tluirsday of next 
week. 
In another development, it was dis­ 
closed that House Republican leader 
Gerald R. Ford and other GOP coi^ress- 
men are considering a possible impeach­ 
ment move against Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice William O. Douglas if Haynsworth’s 
nomination is defeated in the Senate. 
Ford could not be reached, but an 
aide, Paul A. Miltich, said Ford’s view 
was that “ if Haynsworth is rejected 


South Africa mine 
explosion kills 62 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (UPI) 
—A mile-and-a-half deep explosion riRjed 
through the shaft of a gold mine today, 
killing 62 men in South Africa’s worst 
mining accident in nine years. 
A spokesman for the General Mining 
Co. said hope had been abandoned for 
finding any survivors. The blast occurred 
at 8:30 a.m. at a depth of 7,500 feet. 
At least 29 other miners were in­ 
jured in the blast at tl№ Buffelsfontein 
mine near Klerksdorp, 100 miles south­ 
west of Johannesburg.

Many of the injured were unconscious 
and in critical condition when rescue 
workers lifted them to the surface, the 
mine spokesman said.

Rescue teams said they saw several 
bodies scattered among rubble at the bot­ 
tom of the shaft. 
It was the worst South African mining 
accident since Jan. 21, 1960 when 437 
miners died in an explosion at the Cole- 
brook mine. They were trapped 500 feet 
underground. 


The Buffelsfontein mine is one of 55i 
mines in the 300-mile long Witwaters-% 
rand oelt, the world’s rict^st gold pro­ 
ducing area. 


The area provides $1.2 billion worth 
of gold annually and the ore in the dis­ 
trict lies mostly at from 300 to 12,- 
000 feet below the surface.

Bayh said there were contradictions 
in Haynsworth’s testimony before the 
committee which the senator said showed 
a lack of candor. 
“ Some of these failings would be 
relatively minor if each stood alone. 
But they do not stand alone. Together 
they produce a profile of a judge who 
consistently failed to give ethical ques­ 
tions the weighty consideration they de­ 
served . . . 
“ The Supreme Court is the final 
determinant of the standard of judicial 
conduct not only for itself but for every 
court in the land. The court requires 
men sensitive to the many ethical prob­ 
lems which often arise. The Senate must 
await such a nominee before exercising 
its power to consent.”

Force will be used to stop march 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — ^The govern­ 
ment, fearful the giant antiwar demon­ 
stration here Nov. 15 could turn violent, 
will use force if needed to stop thousands 
of protesters from marching down Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue from the Capitol to the 
White House. 
That was clear Thursday when DeiHity 
Attorney General Richard G. Kleindienst 
told a news conference that Justice De­ 
partment would view anything more than 
a small symbolic procession down tt№ 
avenue as “ an illegal act and we would 
attempt to stop it with the minimum 
force necessary.” 
The warning brought a quick resprmse 
from the New Mobilization Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam, the amal­ 
gam of peace groups which has been 
planning to hold the parade and a rally 
on the Washington Monument grounds 
after sponsoring tw days of lesser 


demonstrations In the nation’s capital. 
Ron Young, a leader of the coali­ 
tion, said the demonstrators remained 
“ firmly committed to either Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue or around 
the White 
House.” A committee request for per­ 
mission to encircle the Executive Man­ 
sion with thousands of protestors was 
denied earlier by the government. 
Young also charged the Justice De­ 
partment with mounting a “ scare cam­ 
paign” intended to discourage people 
from participating in the Nov. 15 pro­ 
test. He indicated the department's talk 
of violence and its refusal to issue a 
parade permit would produce “ a larg­ 
er crowd than if they hadn’t started 
this scare stuff.” 
Kleindienst used the figures 200,000 
and 300,000 in referring to the expect­ 
ed crowd, but he refused to be pinned 
down (m his 
own estimate as many 


protest leaders liave estimated as many 
as 500,000 people will attend. 
Kleindienst said the government was 
convinced “ There is a substantial likli- 
hood of serious violence.’' The assembly 
of a large crowd on Pennsylvania Ave­ 
nue, he added, “ greatly increases the 
potential for success of those provio­ 
lence groups which are seeking 
to 
Infiltrate the mass march.” Among the 
possible troublemakers, he said, was 
the Weatherman faction of the Students 
For a DemocraUc Society (SDS). 
The government was taking no chances.

Communists attack 
two Saigon stations 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist troops at­ 
tacked two police stations inside Saigon 
this morning and shelled 68 Allied tar­ 
gets across the war zone in their strong­ 
est mortar and rocket attacks in two 
months. 
A Viet Cong agent in Saigon this after­ 
noon tried unsuccessfully to assassinate 
South Vietnam’s minister of Open Arms, 
Ho Van Cham, with a hand grenade. 
Cham’s 
body guards seized the man 
as he began to throw 
the grenade at 
a ceremony at one of Cham’s camps for 
Communist defectors. 
The U.S. and South Vietnamese gen­ 
erals commanding the defense of Saigon 
said it was part of the winter guerrilla 
offensive which, they said, began Mon­ 
day 
just before 
President 
Nixon’s 
speech on Vietnam. 
At least 100 sappers sneaked into the 
capital during the night for their at­ 
tacks on the two outlying police sta­ 
tions, 
touching off the heaviest fight­ 
ing inside the capital since May, 1968. 
One of the thrusts penetrated one sta­ 
tion but both were thrown back, with 
military spokesmen 
reporting three 
guerrillas slain. One policeman was 
killed and eight were wounded. 
The policemen called in U.S. 
heli­ 
copter gunships to support them 
in 
scenes reminiscent of the Saigon fight­ 
ing of the 1968 
Tet offensive aixi the 
May 
offensive and the May offensive 
three months later. 
The commandos 
called through loudspeakers for the po­ 
licemen to surrender. 
The Viet Cong attackers, before flee­ 
ing, captured four M16 rifles and a ra­ 
dio from the policemen, 
spokesmen 
said. Government 
Rangers launched 
a combat assault in pursuit but did not 
catch the guerrillas. 
Both police posts were in the city’s 
7th Precinct, six miles southwest of the 
city center, and adjacent totheY Bridge 
scene of heavy fighting during the 1968 
May offensive.

attacks were the most since 84 on Sept. 
5. Light over-all damage was reported, 
with most of the casualties suffered in 
the Mekong Delta south of Saigon.

Minichiello, his wife Maria and daugh­ 
ter Anna, 18, walked from a 90-minute 
meeting with Raffaele into a coffee bar 
across the street from the Jail and right 
into a noisy mob of newsmen and photo- 
graphers. 


“ He was very happy to see us,” Anna 
said, managing to produce a smile in 
the confusion. Her mother was i^iset by 
the noise and scolded photographers in 
south Italian dialect. 


Raffaele Minichiello, a U,S. Marine 
Corps corporal, forced the crew of a 
Trans World Airliner at gunpoint to fly 
him from California to Rome last week 
in the world’s longest hijacking.

Judge calls 
Seale dangerous 


CHICAGO 
(UPI)— District 
Court 
Judge Julius J. Hoffman called Black 
Panther leader Bobby Seale “ a danger­ 
ous man” today and refused to grant 
him bail pending appeal of his four-year 
contempt term for turning the Chicago 
riot conspiracy trial into turmoil. 
Seale, who was bound and gagged at 
Hoffman’s order last week, returned to 
the courtroom for possibly the last time 
today and kept his peace. His behavior 
was in marked contrast to the shouts 
and epithets which led Hoffman to im­ 
pose the contempt sentence Wednesday. 
The seven other men charged with con­ 
spiring to incide riots during the 1968 
Democratic NatlcMial Conventicm show­ 
ed their support of the Black Panther 
national chairman. All rose when he 
entered the courtroom and when he left. 
One of them, Jerry Rubin, raised his 
clenched right fist in the Panther salute. 
Hoffman Wednesday declared a mis­ 
trial for Seale and sentenced him on 
16 
counts of contempt. Francis 
J. 
McTernan, a partner of Seale’s ailing 
attorney, Charles R. Garry, arrived 
Thursday and entered a motion seeking 
a jury trial on the contempt sentence. 
McTernan also asked that Seale, aP 
ready jailed on a Connecticut 
murder 
charge, be released on bail pending 
appeal. 
In refusing, 
Hoffman said of Seale, 
“ By his words, he seeks to destroy 
and overturn the American judicial sys­ 
tem. 
“ His shouting in open court, his in­ 
sulting characterization of the presid- 
ing judge. . . to me means he is a dan­ 
gerous man. 
If he is a dangerous man, as I have 
ruled, it would be a gross error for 
him to be free pending appeal.” 
Even if Hoffman had granted bail 


Seale would have remained In jail for 
the time being on the murder charge. 
Government officials said Seale would 
be returned to San Francisco, where his 
attorneys are fighting Connecticut’s re­ 
quest that Seale be extradited.

Following the 2 o’clock cornerstone 
laying of El Camino Elementary school, 
the Grand Master of Masons of Cali­ 
fornia, Chester R. MacPhee, and his of­ 
ficers will conduct the dedication rites 
at 3:30 o’clock.

Remodeling of the 14-year-old former 


church, which was purchased by Lompoc 
Lodge last year, has progressed stead­ 
ily. Six Masonic associated organiza­ 
tions now use the facilities: Lompoc 
Lodge No. 262, F. 4 A.M.; Order of 
Eastern Star; Order of Amaranth; Rain­ 
bow for Girls; Jobs Daughters and the 
Order of DeMolay. Separate office and 
storage space has been made avail­ 
able for the groups. 
Seating in the lodge hall accommo­ 
dates over 100. There are two dining 
rooms, the larger seating 100, and the 
smaller for 35 persons. Kitchen fa­ 
cilities between the two dining rooms 
are conveniently arranged and equip­ 
ped.

.ompoc Lodge History 


The historian of California 
Masonry, if he had no other 
source of information, might be 
able to trace the growth and 
population of the area by not­ 
ing the number following the 
name of each Masonic Lodge, 
the date of its creation, and 
the place in which it holds 
its meetings. Masons seem to 
have this peculiarity: that it is 
not sufficient merely to be a 
Mason and to meet socially 
with other Masons, but that when 
each community reaches a cer­ 
tain permanency and population, 
it is necessary for them to 
form a Lodge where they can 
meet in the traditional man­ 
ner. 
The land boom of the 1890’s 
brought a tremendous growth of 
population. In such a climate 
of growth, Lompoc Lodge No. 
262 was bom. It is the south­ 
ernmost Masonic Lodge of the 
Central Coast Ccmnties area. 
Its history dates back to Sep-

tember 21, 1880, when twelve 
brethren gathered in the local 
Odd Fellows building for the 
first of a series of meetings 
preliminary to organization. 
The request for dispensation 
was presented formally to the 
Grand Master and on Decem­ 
ber 10th, 1880, Grand Master 
Samuel C. Denson issued the 
dispensation and on December 
17th, 1880, Lompoc Lodge UD 
held its first meeting, being 
chartered by the Grand Lo<%e 
on October 15, 1881 as Lompoc 
Lodge No. 262. 
The names of the petitioners, 
who are also the 12 Charter 
Members are: John Dockery, 
Guadalupe Lodge No. 237, Gua^ 
dalupe, Calif.; Isadore Weill, 
Silveyville Lodge No. 201 of 
California; Wright Hunt Peck, 
Guadalupe Lodge No. 237; Hen­ 
son Poland, Santa Cruz Lodge 
No. 38; WUson W. Chamber- 
lain, Mendocino Lodge No. 179; 
Henry Harrison Lambert, St. 
Paul, 
Mass., Lodge; George 
Anthony, Santa Cruz Lodge No. 
38; William Jackson,Guadalupe 
Lodge No. 237; Thomas Bam- 
ber. Grand Rapids Lodge No. 
128, Wisconsin; Austin C. War­ 
wick, Mwmt Olive Lodge No. 
79, Iowa and John Fremont Cole­ 
man, Cataract Lodge No. 2, Min­ 
nesota. 
Immediately upon the receipt 
of the dispensation the secre­ 
tary procured the Lodge Jewels 
and on December 17th, 1880, 
the first regular stated meet­ 
ing of the Lodge was held in 
the Odd Fellows Hall with the 
following named officers pres­ 
ent: (W.M.) W. W. Chamber- 
lain; (S.W.) Henson Poland; 
(J.W .) W. H. Peck; (Treas.) 
W. Jackson; (Secy.) H. H. Lam­ 
bert; (S.D.)L. H. Anthony; (J.D.) 
J. F. Coleman; (Tiler) R. Grif­ 
fin. 
Save for the years imme­ 
diately following World War II, 
Lompoc Lodge's growth was 
neither rapid nor large. From 
returns on 21 Master Masons 
in 1881, it climbed to 48 by 
1940. Yet, by 1949 it had com­ 


pletely recovered and, with 171 
members, stood 4 above its 1930 
figure and today its growth is 
steady year by year, with a pres­ 
ent toal of 372 members. 
A few of the interesting items 
in the history of the local Lodge: 
In 1892, the brethren sub- 
scribed $150 toward building the 
Home at Decoto, and on Feb. 
24th, 1899 the Masonic Home at 
Decoto was opened, then called 
the “ Widows 
and 
Orphans 
Home." 
On July 1, 1895, a proud day 
in Lompoc’s history. Grand 
Lodge convened here for the 
purpose of laying the corner­ 
stone of St. Mary's Episcopal 
Church. 
October 13, 1899. Committee 
on Eastern Star reported that 
nearly the full number had been 
secured to assure the formation 
of a Chapter of the Order of 
Eastern Star in Lompoc, Com­ 
mittee composed of Bros. H. C. 
Dimock; G. F. RuckerandW. C. 
Ball, who were to select three 
ladies to act with them and on 
December 27, 1899 Miguelito 
Chapter 0. E. S. was instituted, 
receiving their charter on Oc­ 
tober 17, 1900 as No. 176. 
November 30, 1901, Grand 
Lodge as*^embled and laid the 
cornerstone for the Lompoc 
High School. 
Up mUil 1909 the usual and 
unusual problems and tasks of 
extending 
Masonic 
Charity, 
Lodge finance and the promotion 
of Masonic principles occupied 
the time and talents of the 
brethren. 
As far back as October, 1914 
the brethren were thinkinig of a 
Masonic Temple and subscribed 
considerable money if it could 
be built, but during the war 
years of 1917-18 all surplus 
monies were used to buy Lib­ 
erty Bonds, and after the war 
building costs were considered 
prohibitive. 
November 18, 1921, the cere­ 
mony of laying the cornerstone 
of the Lompoc Grammar School 
was performed by the G^^d 
Lodge of California.

One out of every 12 adult Amer­ 
ican males — some four mil­ 
lion of them — are Masons, 
subscribing to the 
Masonic 
Ideals of morality and broth­ 
erhood. While increasing al­ 
most a million in the past ten 
years, they have enlarged their 
circle by bringing wives, sons 
and daughters into many allied 
organizations. 
Masons describe their or­ 
der, whose full title is Ancient 
Free and Accepted Masons, as 
a system of morality based on 
allegory and illustrated by sym­ 
bols. A worldwide organization 
which grew out of guilds of 
stoneworkers 
w h o 
built 
Europe’s medieval cathedrals. 
Freemasonry is open to any man 
who believes in a Supreme Be­ 
ing. 
Freemasonry came to this 
continent from Europe in about 
1730. It has numbered among

its members 13U.S. presidents, 
from George Washington to Har­ 
ry Truman. Now the heart of 
Freemasonry lies in the 16,- 
000 local lodges, called Blue 
Lodges. Every Mason, regard­ 
less of rank, belongs to a Blue 
Lodge where Masonry’s basic 
activities take place. Such is 
Lompoc Lodge, the 262nd to be 
chartered in California. 
Throughout its 240-year his­ 
tory, Freemasonry found that 
its mysteries and rituals at­ 
tracted many members. When 
cathedral building in England 
decreased in the mid-17th cen­ 
tury, many guilds of stonework­ 
ers, known as free masons, 
apparently because they were 
free to move from town to 
town, 
became purely social 
groups, Tl№y often initiated non­ 
masons as members, calling 
them speculative masons. In 
1717, four London lodges com­ 
posed largely of speculative Ma­ 
sons formed the Grand Lodge of 
England. 
Many Englishmen found com­ 
fort in a moral system based, 
symbolically, on the unchanging 
building 
tools — the plumb^ 
square and level — and em­ 
braced an order that saw God 
as The Grand Architect. Wher­ 
ever Englishmen went they 
founded Masonic lodges. And 
enlightened Europeans, certain 
of human perfectibility and dis­ 
trustful of many ancient institu­ 
tions, became members. Among 
them were FredericktheGreat, 
Voltaire and Mozart. 
In America, with its empha­ 
sis on brotherhood. Freema­ 
sonry enlisted many leading 
colonial Americans who saw in 
the order a vehicle for estab­ 
lishing the principles of lib­ 
erty and equality. It grew into 
a patriotic movement during the 
Revolutionary War, and it was 
George Washington who said the 
order’s goal was “ to promote 
the happiness of the human 
race.” He favored creation of 
military 
lodges for soldiers. 
And it was at Valley Forge that 
Washington helped initiate La- 
Fayette into Masonry. 


During 
the 
last hundred 
years. Masonry in America has 
lost its one-time political tinge 
and has taken on the social and 
more emphatically fraternal 
character it has today. Masons 
are earnest, pious and dedicated 
men believing in helping each 
other as brothers and in learn­ 
ing “ the fundamental truths, 
the observance of which tends 
to promote stability of char­ 
acter, conservatism and good 
citizenship.’’ 
Some sixty allied organiza­ 
tions have been organized by 
Masons, many as social groups, 
others for further degrees in 
masonry. 
For instance, the 
Shrine 
temples maintain 17 
crippled children’s hospitals. 
The Grotto supports cerebral 
palsy clinics. The Tall Cedars 
of Lebanon fights muscular dys­ 
trophy. But nowhere Isthisser- 
iousqps of purpose more em- 
phasized than in youth organi­ 
zations that are sponsored di­ 
rectly by Masonic orders. The 
Rainbow Girls teach “ right liv­ 
ing and thinking." The DeMolay 
strives to “ create leaders and 
develop character.’’

True Test of QBs 


Is Sustaining Power

.NEW 
Y O R K — (NEA I — 
.Somebody once said that a 
quarterback is either in the 
outhou.se or the penthouse. I 
cannot argue with that. 
A rookie quarterback, or a 
quarterback who has been a 
reserve and then is thrust 
into a gam e, quickly finds 
out about ups and downs. In 
many cases, he begins in the 
penthouse 
b e c a u s e 
t h e 
easiest tim e a quarterback 
has is when he is new. He is 
a "change of scenery’’ to his 
team m ates and a fresh "pro­ 
gram ing card ’’ to the op­ 
position. which has no past 
information of perform ance 
to feed into the com puter. 


So far this season. Steve 
Spurrier of San F'rancisco in 
his third year of pro ball, 
Bruce Lem rnerm an of .At­ 
lanta in his second year and 
three rookies, Greg Cook of 
Cincinnati, Terry H anratty 
of Pittsburgh and B o b b y 
Douglass of Chicago, have 
all 
m ade big splashes in 
what am ounts to their first 
real tests as pro q u arter­ 
backs. 


All of them , to stretch out 
the above saying, will inevit­ 
ably spend some tim e in the 
outhouse. Their true tests 
will come when they m ust 
show sustaining power over 
an entire season. Their fu­ 
tures will depend on their 
response. 


The excitem ent and new­ 
ness of their role will w ear 
off with team m ates. They 
must then develop the con­ 
fidence of the offense around 
them And they must be able 
to contound both the defense 
and 
the 
opposing 
team 's 
com puter. 


The com puter has come 
into prom inence in football 
within the last four or five 
years. A full-time q u arter­ 
back must be always con­ 
scious of it. The com puter 
has been fed all the \ lays 
the quarterback has called 
all season, and in seasons 
past 
It spits back answ ers 
to what choices a quarter­ 
back 
is 
likely to call 
in 
certain situations, and even 
the percentages of tim es the 
play will be called. 


A new quarterback has the 
advantage of not being pro­ 
gram ed. obviously. After a 
few gam es, however, he will 
be. Now he must fight the 
habit of getting into ruts on 
situations, 
of 
calling 
the 
sam e play whenever he is in 
a certain position on the 
field, with a certain am ount 
of downs, and with a certain 
distance to go. Those are the 
three 
v i t a l 
statistics 
all 
quarterbacks must be con-

cerned with every play. 
All quarterbacks have fa­ 
vorite plays to call F'or ex­ 
am ple, Bart Starr likes to 
call a draw play with second 
down 
and 
l o n g yardage. 
Johnny Unitas likes to throw 
on first down to the wide 
part of the field. I also have 
a favorite play, but I’m not 
saying what ii is. 


But 
the defenses 
know. 
Take this exam ple: the de­ 
fense’s com puter might say 
that on first-and-10 on the 
G iants’ 30 at the right hash 
m ark, 
Tarkenton 
likes to 
run, say, a slant off tackle 
with the fullback from a 
Brown formation. The quar­ 
terback must keep account 
of what he has done in the 
past to stay up with the op­ 
position—or ahead of them. 


The new quarterbacks will 
find this out soon. I found it 
out in a hurry. In my first 
gam e at quarterback in my 
rookie year. 1961, with a new 
expansion team , the Vikings. 
1 threw' four touchdowns and 
ran for another TD and we 
beat 
the 
t o u g h 
Chicago 
Bears. 37-13 The next game 
we lost to Dallas. 13-7. And 
I knew then I was playing 
alm ost solely on instinct. I 
really didn't know what I 
was 
doing. 
So 
I 
had 
to 
m aster 
five 
or 
six 
plavs 
rather than 
have a 
little 
knowledge of 190 plays. I 
was just beginning to learn 
my trade. 


There 
have 
been 
many 
bright quarterback prospects 
who shone for a m oment and 
have since faded from the 
scene. Others, like Unitas 
and Starr, who had rough be­ 
ginnings, have dem onstrated 
the ability to sustain and 
progress and m aintain their 
equilibrium . 
The t r u e t e s t f o r t h e 
young quarterbacks is yet to 
come

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To buy, or not 


The consumer is getting a lot of attention these days by state 
and federal governments. Now the biggest consumer of all, 
federal government itself, is going to get some looking over, 
thanks to California Representative Chet Hollifield, of Monte­ 
bello. 
Washington and its far-flung outposts spend probably more 
than $55 billion a 
year for goods, services and facilities. 
There are two major laws, 22 minor statutes, and volumes 
of regulations and practices that affect these purchases. No­ 
body’s 
too sure what they all are about, or how effective they 
are. 
At Hollifield*s 
instigation, Congress has decided to take 


a look. The House is creating a top-level commission, simi­ 
lar in a way to the Hoover Commission of several decades 
ago, to make a two-year study. The group will include four sen­ 
ators, four Congressmen, 
six outside experts appointed by 
the President, and the U.S. comptroller general. 


Representative 
Hollifield, Chairman of the House Govern­ 
ment Operations 
Committee, 
feels confident that the com­ 
mission 
studies can bring about considerable savings. As he 
points out, even a 1 per cent cut in expenditures would mean 
an annual saving of more than half a billion dollars. Taxpayers 
will hope for an even better achievement. 


Direct rejection 


In this one man, one vote age of ours a good many people are 
urging a constitutional amendment to abolish the Electoral 
College and institute direct popular election of our Presidents 
and Vice Presidents. They point especially to last year’s 
George Wallace effort to throw the election into the Congress, 
and to the defection of one Elector from the candidate the vot­ 
ers of his state had favored, as arguments for the change. 
Without debating the merits of direct election, it is inter­ 
esting to consider what might have happened in the past, had 
it been in effect. 
It is a good possibility that if we were asked to name the 
least effective and the most effective Presidents, Warren G. 
Harding and Abraham Lincoln would be the winners. How would 
they have fared under direct election? 


In the meantime by Ray M cCuen 


Harding would have won hands down. He gathered more than 
60 per cent of the popular vote. The only other man to do that 
was Lyndon Johnson. 


Lincoln? 
He won less than 40 per cent of the popular vote, 
which, under direct vote proposals, would have meant a runoff 
between him and Stephen Douglas. 
It is almost a certainty, 
historians believe, that those who had voted for the other two 
candidates in that election — Breckenridge and Bell — would 
have gone heavily for Douglas, who would have needed barely a 
third of their combined total to defeat Lincoln. 


That would have been a case, one might say, of direct rejec­ 
tion. 


Unequal equality 


"Settle down," Betty said. "Don’t go 
getting your ulcer all upset." 
But she was too late. I was pacing 
back and forth in front of the TV set 
infuriated by this young woman, a guest 
on the Tonight Show apparently because 
she is a strong advocate for equal 
rights for women. 
I don’t believe that even honest, hard­ 
working women, who no doubt favor 
equal rights, could possibly be in favor 
of this female. 
She appeared with 
straight, stringy hair 
that she had to con­ 
stantly brush from 
in front of her face; ^ 
large, square, color- 
ed 
eyeglasses; 
j 
dressed in slacks, 
* 
' 
and 
she slouched, 
with legs crossed in 
in a style more suit­ 
able 
to men than 
women. 
Her demand for equal rights is a just 
one, but why couldn’t she make the de­ 
mand as a woman? Must she be some­ 
thing other than a woman to have equal 
rights? 
She said women today are faced with 
taking care of babies 24 hours a day 
and they should not be so hampered. 
Is she advocating that men have and 
take care of all the babies? 
Whether she likes it or not men 
are men and women are women and 
there are certain things one can do 


that the other cannot. It is unfortunate 
if she wishes she were not a woman. 
However, if she wants not to do 
something, such as having babies, that 
is certainly her right. She should see 
to it that she avoids the opportunity. 
Should such a thing occur, however, 
then the responsibility of caring for it 
is hers, whether it be 24 hours a day 
or longer. 
The fact that this apparently insecure 
female is campaigning, trying to get 
others to follow her, is upsetting. If 
she want’s "more freedom", as she 
stated on the show, then she should 
seek it for herself. 
If there are other individuals want­ 
ing specific rights and freedoms, then 
they should be allowed to seek those for 
themselves. After all, many women enjoy 
taking care of babies 24 hours a day. 
Such campaigns, and many unions 
and associations, defeat individuality and 
place talented, hardworking people on 
the same level with those less talented 
and productive. 
She defeated her individual purpose 
attempting to make one other point. 
She spoke in favor of equal rights for 
black people—also a just cause. But she 
criticized a newspaper columnist, also 
a guest on the show, because he did not 
distinguish between black men and white 
men looking for work, in a particular 
column. 
He had shown an attitude of equality 
for 
all 
men by not differentiating 
between the color of skin, while she, 


who is campaigning for equality, still 
makes the distinction in her own mind. 
It was a disconcerting evening to 
say the least. 
And to make it worse Betty yawned 
right in the middle of my tirade against 
the unequality of this woman’s equality 
campaign, gave me a patronizing pat, 
said, "You’re right dear," and went to 
bed.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


High cost of election 


The fellow who always gets his own 
way has a very clever wife. 


WASHINGTON - With each election 
the cost of campaigning reaches new 
astronomical heights. It is a shocker, 
putting political 
office on the auction 
block for the highest bidder and contri­ 
buting to the cynicism with which a 
great many citizens view the democra­ 
tic process. 
The 
reason, 
of 
course, is television. 
Competing 
for 
at­ 
tention with a thou­ 
sand and one distrac­ 
tions, 
the 
hapless 
candidate, 
whether 
for sheriff or gover­ 
nor, turns to the tube. 
And when buying time 
he 
must in most in­ 
stances pay the high­ 
est rate of the 
ad­ 
vertisers’ rate card. 
The money to foot the bill comes from 
the only sources where money in large 
amounts is available — big business, 
big labor, 
the powerful lobbies. With 
rare exceptions the motivation is not 
highminded 
altruism. The conduct of 
the winning candidate — his votes in Sen­ 
ate and House — will be closely scru­ 
tinized by the big contributor proving 
out his claim. One Senator frankly ad­ 
mits he maneuvered for committee as­ 
signments which would put him in a po­ 
sition to help pay back political debts. 
The Commerce 
Committee is a good 
vantage point to promote or block leg­ 
islation of concern to campaign con­ 
tributors. 
When the mayor of New York reports 
spending $1,700,000, 
which will pro­ 
bably when all the bills are in be at least 
$2,000,000, there is plainly no limit. 
The Lindsay money has a higher claim 
to interest in good government without 
consideration of personal gain than most 
campaign funds. A lot of it came from 
the scorned limousine 
liberals ap­ 
palled by the thinly disguised appeals 
to racism of the Lindsay opposition. 
Repeated attempts to get campaign 
costs from small individual contribu­ 
tors, for example, 
by granting an in­ 
come tax deduction or an outright tax 
offset — have failed. 
Given the loop­ 
holes in the federal corrupt practices 
act, it has been so much easier to rely 
on the big-money contributor with an 
ever-ready checkbook. 
National, 
state 
and local political 
spending in 1968 is estimated at $300,- 
000,000, according to the National Com­ 
mittee 
for an Effective Congress. Of 
this total nearly $60,000,000 went for po­ 
litical 
broadcasts, 
the Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission 
reported. 
And that 
was a 70 per cent increase 
over 1964. 
With the high cost of politics almost 
certain to continue spiralling upwards, 
a proposal is before Congress aimed 
directly 
at the television charge. The 
bill would give Senate and House candi­ 
dates prime time in the five weeks be­ 
fore an election at a cost of 30 per 
cent of the going rate for one-minute 
spots and 20 per cent for one 30-minute 
program. The measure has an impres­ 
sive list of sponsors. 
In opposition, 
Frank Stanton of CBS 
argued that tv stations would be swamp­ 
ed with political broadcasts to such an 
extent 
that they would lose 
their au­ 
diences. 
Using New York City as an 
example, 
Stanton contended that each 
of eight commercial stations would have 
to provide one and a half hours of po­ 
litical program time and 23 minutes of 
spot announcements each evening for 35 
•onsecutive 
nights before the election. 
An original sponsor of the tv pro­ 
posal was Sen. Philip Hart, D., Mich., 
who is up for re-election to a third term 
in 1970. 
He is also chairman of the 
Senate Anti-Trust and Monopoly Sub­ 
committee. In that chairmanship 
he 
stands as a classic example of the mon­ 
ey problem. 


Hart has directed a searching inquiry 
into 
various phases of the auto indus­ 
try, including the cost of repairs. So 
vulnerable 
is the present-day 
motor­ 
car, according to testimony before the 
Hart committee, that a collision at five 
miles 
an hour can do damage of $300. 
This has not endeared the Senator to the 
auto 
industry, 
which 
is Michigan’s 
chief source of employment. 
A statewide campaign could cost as 
high as $1,500,000. Hart’s own people 
put the figure at upwards of $500,000. 
It is most unlikely that the motor moguls 
will come through, and particularly if 
Hart’s opponent is George Romney, cur­ 
rently 
secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development and three times elected 
governor of the state. 
That leaves the unions and the per­ 
sonal wealth of the Hart family. The pub­ 
lic can hardly count on the private for­ 
tunes 
of such as the Rockefellers and 


the Kennedys who are willing to spend 
for public office. However public spir­ 
ited 
their 
motives, this can be as 
disillusioning, 
in that it seems to put 
political 
power in the hands of the 
very rich, as the big-money handouts 
from favor seekers. 
Discount rates for tv time may not 
be the answer. But Congress is in a 
mood for action and the broadcasting in­ 
dustry had better have its own alterna­ 
tive or face an arbitrary formula such 
as proposed in the reform bill. In the 
squalid 
campaign for the New Jersey 
governorship between Robert Meyner 
and William T. Cahill angry accusa­ 
tions of conflict of interest came from 
both sides. 
Given big-money financ­ 
ing, 
conflict of interest 
is almost a 
built-in part of the process.

Target: dogs 


Dorothy 
M. Lightner is a mail car- 
and a veteran. A veteran mail carrier 
because, according to 
a letter received, she 
has been bitten sev­ 
eral 
times by dogs. 
And 
she 
is 
angry 
And 
we don’t blame 
her. 
But 
unlike 
most 
mail 
carriers, Dor­ 
othy 
has 
a solution 
and 
she 
is deter­ 
mined 
to 
see 
it 
through. 
"If military 
families want the se­ 
curity of the protection of these mon­ 
strosities they call pets, 
then they 
should be willing to forego some incon­ 
venience 
for their 
pets," 
Dorothy 
writes. She strongly suggests the need 
for protection "of us who are civil work­ 
ers for the same government which the 
military works for." 
Dorothy Insists that that protection 
can come from curb mail boxes rath­ 
er than home boxes. 
"To me it seems to be about the only 
way we can have at least partial pro­ 
tection," she states. 
Dorothy doesn’t condemn 
the own­ 
ership of dogs by the military. 
"If they feel they need this protec­ 
tion for the many times their husbands 
are on duty, well and good," she writes. 
"But the mail carriers 
need protec­ 
tion from these dogs, too." 
By putting in curb 
mail boxes, the 
carrier would not have to get out and face 
the dogs. Dorothy claims, also, that the 
routes could then be longer thereby sav­ 
ing the postoffice department more over 
the years than the initial cost to the 
government of placing the boxes. 
Speaking of costs, the Department of 
Labor estimates that every disabling in­ 
jury in the federal 
service 
costs the 
taxpayers 
$545. 
On the basis of that 
estimate, dog bites 
are adding well 
over half a million dollars a year to the 
postal deficit. Which, incidentally, adds 
up to a lot of stamps. 
More than 10,000 postmen (and wom­ 
en) were bitten in 1967, 
with 1,000 
of the injuries being serious enough to 
require hospitalization or other medi­ 
cal treatment. 
Maybe 
dog owners 
should be re­ 
quired to pay 
10 cents for stamps.
